UNDER A HUGE PILE OF STEEL. 


Engineer Made a Mistake and Hoisted the Wrong Way- 


Many had a Narrow Escape. 


Three men were painfully injured this 


morning: and several others had a narrow 
escape from injury by the falling ot a 
boring shaft which a forca-of workmen 
were putting into the hold of the new 
steamer Ramona at Dickey's shipyards at 
Alameda Point. 


The .injured men are Patrick Smith, a 


laborer, who resides at 903 Illinois street, 
San Francisco, whose le£t leg was broken 
In two places; Fred Cotton, marine engi- 
neer, foreman of the gang working on the 
shaft, whose right foot 
was painfully 


Druised, who . resides 
at the 
Windsor 


House, Fifth and Market streets, San 
Francisco, and 
Patrick Dent, one of 


whose legs was badly crushed and who 
was taken immediately after the accident 


to his home in San Francisco. 


Smith and Cotton were taken to the 


Receiving Hospital, where their injuries 
were dressed by a corps of doctors. 


As soon as their injuries were attended. 


Cotton and Smith were taken 
to the 


City and County Hospital of San Fran- 
cisco. Smith at first refused to be put 
under the Influence of chloroform, but, 
upon being-assured that tne 
soporific 


would not kill, he finally consented to be 
put under its influence. 


The boring shaft which fell weighed 


about 4,000 pounds. It had been hoisted 
about four feet from the ground. 
Ex- 


plaining the accident, Smith s:\kl it was 
due to the carelessness of the engineer. 


"The shaft was in two slings," he said. 


"The signal -was given to hoist. When 
the first signal was given, the engineer 
pulled the wrong way and put the shaft 
over us. It then came down with the 
slack and fell partly on me so that the 
winch had to be given a second turn be- 
fore they got it off me." 


It is considered fortunate that more in- 


jury was not occasioned by the accident, 
because there was auite a number of 
men In the vicinity of where the immense 
shaft dropped. Had the fall taken place 
on the Ramona, which is being built for 
the Pacific Cc*st Steamship Co., the boat 
would have been badly damaged and her 
launching, which is intended to take place, 
in about ten days, would have been in- 
definitely postponed.

The vegetation RTOWS so 
rapidly that the trails get grown over 
and it is extremely difficult to travel by

"The whole of Borneo is really divided 


into river basins, and you speak of people 
of certain rivers instead of a certain dis- 
trict. 


"Borneo Is altogether a hot, steaming 


country, where vegetation is rampant. 


"There have been great movements of 


people from every 
part of the 
other 


islands to liorneo. It seems tu have been 
the Mecca for a large number. 
In the 


center or the island we lind the savages 
of \Borneo, "who are not as savage as 
other tribes to be found on the island. 
They are a nomadic 
people, luwis no 
houses, do not plant and, like all nomadic 
people, are scanty in population. 
.None 


of the natives wear nmcn clothing, and 
all through the island they wear orna- 
mental beads and the tusks ot the tiger 
cat.
